The  QUEEN’S  Most  E.xcellent  Majesty  in  Council, 

WHEREAS  by  the  “ Foreign  Deserters  Act, 
1852,”  it  is  jirovided  that  whenever  iris  made 
to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  due  facilities  are  or  will 
be  given  for  recovering  or  apprehending  Seamen  who 
edesrt  from  British  Merchant  Ships  in  the  territories 
of  any  Foreign  power.  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Oi'der  in 
Council  stating  that  such  facilities  are  or  will  be  given, 
declare  that  Seamen,  not  being  slaves,  who  desert  from 
^lerchant  Sliijjs  belonging  to  such  power  when  within 
Her  Majesty’s  dominions  shall  be  liable  to  be  ajipre- 
hended  and  carried  on  board  their  resiiective  ships, 
and  may  limit  the  opeiation  of  >uc,li  Order,  and  may 
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render  the  oiicrution  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions 
and  qualificntions,  if  any,  as  may  bo  deemed  exi)odient; 
and  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  a])i)earto  Her  Majes- 
ty that  duo  facilities  are  given  for  recovering  and  ap- 
prehending Seamen  wlio  desert  from  British  ships  in 
the  territories  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Hawaii. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of 
the  power  vested  in  Her  by  the  said  “ Foreign  Deser- 
ters Act,  lt!52,”  and  by  and  witli  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  is  pleased  to  order  and  declare,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered  and  declared  that  from  and  after  the 
publication  hereof  in  the  “London  Oazette  ” Seamen 
not  being  slaves,  and  not  being  British  Subjects,  who 
within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  desert  from  Merchant 
ships  belonging  to  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  shall  be  li- 
able to  be  apprehended  and  carried  on  board  their  res- 
pective ships. 

Provided  always,  that  if  any  such  Deserter  has  com- 
mitted any  crime  in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions  he  may 
be  detained  until  he  has  been  tried  by  a competent 
Court,  and  until  his  sentence  (if  any)  has  been  fully 
carried  into  effect. 

And  the  Secretaries  of  State  for  India  in  Council, 
the  Home  Department,  and  the  Colonies  are  to  give 
the  necessary  directions  herein  accordingly.
